NEW YORK (UPI) - Astronaut 
John Glenn, his oars still ringing 
from Thursday’s deafening roar of 
acclaim up Broadway, today en­ 
tered the world of diplomacy. 


He and his fellow astronauts 
took a short, cold ride to the 
United Nations for a quiet recep­ 
tion ai the invitation of Acting 
Secretary General Thant. 


On the ride to the towering sec­ 
retariat building on the East 
River, crowds along the way were 
sparse, in sharp contrast to the 
deliriously hectic tickertape re­ 
ception 
Thursday. 
The motor- 
cade made it through the streets 
so swiftly Glenn was eight min­ 
utes early for his ll a.m. ap­ 
pointment. 
Meet* U.N. Group 


Accompanied in an open car by 
his wife Anna and U.S. Ambassy 
dor to the United Nations Adiai 
Stevenson, the smiling astro­ 
naut acknowledged greetings of a 
small group of U.N, secretariat 
personnel as he stepped from the 
car. 


Inside the huge U.N. lobby, the 
ranking American in the world 
organization, Dr. Ralph Bunche, 
undersecretary for special politi­ 
cal affairs, welcomed Glenn. It 
was Bunche who extended the 
U.N. invitation to the astronauts. 
Bunche took the party to the 
38th floor, where Thant was wait- 
mg to receive them. He arranged

RANGOON, Burma (UPI)-Bur 
me se army commander Gen. Ne 
Win seized power in Burma today 
in a pre-dawn coup. At least one 
person was killed in fighting that 
broke out when troops arrested po­ 
litical leaders. 


Premier U Nu and his cabinet 
were imprisoned by the army. It 
was the second time in 13 months 
that British-educated Ne Win, a 
staunch 
anti-Cominunist, 
has 
taken control of the government. 


Troops fought a gunbattle with 
supporters of former President 
Sao Shwe Thaike, killing his old 
est son, Sao Mimi. 


The battle broke out at 2 a m. 
when troops surrounded the homes 
of U Nu and other politicians to 
arrest them. They were greeted 
by small arms and machinegun 
fire from the former president’s 
home. 
They returned the fire a n d 
stormed the house, arresting 22 
persons. 
Gen. Ne Win said the army had 
been forced to act because of a 
steadily deteriorating economic 
and political situation in Burma. 
He said matters had been going 
from bad to worse. He called on 
the people to support the coup. 


Ne Win appealed to service in­ 
dustries to carry on as usual. He 
said the army would maintain 
law and order. 


The capital w a s completely 
calm early today, with no soldiers 
in evidence. Most business houses 
and banks opened Mi schedule, 
and schools continued yearly ex­ 
aminations.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Defense Department announced 
today that early releases will be 
granted an estimated 3,100 mili­ 
tary reservists on active duty who 
wish to study or teach in schools 
and colleges. 


The releases can be obtained up 
to 90 days before the end of the 
one-year term for which reserv­ 
ists were called up last October. 
Those planning to attend either 
summer sessions or the regular 
term next fall are eligible, a de­ 
partment spokesman said. 
Most of those involved already 
were entitled to early releases for 
school purposes, but a Defense 
Department directive spelling it 
out extended the right to teachers 
in

and 
secondary 
schools.

State Policy Committee 
which also tapped House Majority 
Leader Stephen McCann, of Car­ 
michaels, as the choice for lieu­ 
tenant governor. 


The selections of Dilworth and 
McCann rounded out the organ­ 
ization’s four-spot statewide slate 
for the primary. At a St. Valen­ 
tine’s Day meeting last month, 
the committee endorsed for re­ 
election U.S. Sen. Joseph S.Clark 
and state Internal Affairs Secre­ 
tary Genevieve Blatt. 


U.S. Rep. William J. Green, 
powerful Philadelphia Democratic 
chairman, who had blocked en­ 
dorsement of Dilworth at thr*e 
previous meetings of the party 
leadership had no comment as he 
left the closed-door huddle. How­ 
ever, it was reported that Green 
made no speeches at the parley. 


Green has contended in earlier 
comments that Dilworth “Can’t 
win” the November election over 
the Republican nominee. 


No tally on the Dilworth selec­ 
tion was announced but unofr elal 
polls prior to the meeting indi­ 
cated Dilworth had corailed 58 
votes and McCann 56. 
Later k was announced all four 
party nominees were unanimous­ 
ly endorsed by a voice vote. Clark 
nominated Dilworth. ti was sec­ 
onded by Mayor Joseph M. Barr, 
of Pittsburgh, State Treasurer 
Grace M. Sloan, Clarion, and U. 
S. Rep. Francis Walter, Easton. 
At a news conference following 
his endorsement. Dilworth said he 
made 
“absolutely 
no commit­ 
ments and no one asked for any,” 
in his campaign for the nomina­ 
tion. 


However, Dilworth admitted he 
had “lots of doubt” about getting 
the endorsement. 


Dilworth was asked if he plans 
to meet with Green to discuss 
Philadelphia support. 
“It is important that we hava 
a maximum effort in Philadel­ 
phia,” Dilworth said.

The Davenports have resided in 
Fallsington for the past 15 years.

Even though VaLimont assisted 
Welsh in his fight last November 
to take the county chairmanship 
from Mulligan, the attorney was 
anxiously sought as a candidate 
for the state senate by Mulligan 
and his executive committee. Af­ 
ter being endorsed, Valimont last 
night said he still supports Welsh, 
Michener Running Mate 
Mulligan and Welsh had nego­ 
tiated for 12 hours during the 
past few weeks on Valimont’s 
candidacy.

As a lawyer he was chairman 
of a committee of the Bucks 
County Bar 
Association 
which 
established a compulsory arbitra­ 
tion system for civil cases. He 
served on the teaching staff of the 
University of Pennsylvania law 
school and is the author of legal 
articles and other articles on 
NATO and the Atlantic demo­ 
cracies. 
During the Korean War he testi­ 
fied before Congressional commit­ 
tees. As a Reserve officer he is 
still concerned with Air Force 
testimony before Congress as a 
representative of the office of the 
Secretary of the Air Force.
